Every employee of Electronic Spec¬ 
ialty Company is automatically covered 
by the blood program and also any 
member of their immediate family is 
eligible to receive blood free of charge 
(for the blood itself) through the Red 
Cross. 

Research lies behind all the con¬ 
tributions of the blood program and 
has become an integral part of it 0 
Work is currently being done at the 
Red Cross Research Laboratories in 
New York, Los Angeles and Washing¬ 
ton D.C., in the long - term pre¬ 
servation of whole blood - the identi¬ 
fication of new useful blood factors, 


and the use of automated blood-typing 
equipment. Blood that is not used for 
transfusions is processed into clinical¬ 
ly valuable blood fractions (gamma 
globulin, serum albumin, fibrinogen, 
and vaccinia immune globulin).

Cost Reduction Ideas 
From Gyro Machine 

Practical Steps to 
Zero Defects 

by Carl Watts 

Two alert machinists in the Gyro 
Machine Department, Henry Buck and 
Frank Hagele, caught the message in 
our campaign to reduce production 
costs, and each has devised a method 
to make a tough job easier. 

All gimbals for all the gyroscopes 
we manufacture here have a.002 toler¬ 
ance from the bearing shoulders to the 
center line of the gimbal. Because of 
very slight variances in previous op¬ 
erations we have always found it neces¬ 
sary to load the part in the machine, 
rough grind it, remove it from the 
machine, check the part in a special 
fixture, load the part again and finish 
grind it„ This sequence had to be fol¬ 
lowed twice for each gimbal. 

Henry Buck lias developed a better 
way. He designed a fixture with a spring 
loaded center and fixed locating pins. 
This overcomes the slight variances 
between individual gimbals and locates 
the gimbal center line in exactly the 
same place every time, so that we are 
now able to load the gimbal in the 
machine and grind it right to size 
t he first time .With his “Right Kind 
Of Thinking” he has made it possible 
to machine parts better and faster with 
less cost. Our hats are off to him. 

Frank Hagele was faced with a dif¬ 
ficult lathe job: that of finishing the 
shoulder on a relay pole piece to a 
close tolerance length dimension. The 
variance in shank diameters allowed 
the collet to pull one piece further 
than the next, thereby making it neces¬ 
sary to measure each piece twice dur¬ 
ing the cutting operation. 

Frank devised an adapter for the 
collet which incorporated a face plate 
against which the shoulder of the pole 
piece stopped when pulled inward by 
the collet. With such a fixed and de¬ 
pendable reference plane, he could then 
hold the two-thousandths of an inch 
tolerance through the setting of the 
machine stops and the use of a dial 
indicator. 

Besides reducing rejects by making- 
each piece “Right The First Time”, 
Frank has also increased production 
considerably by eliminating the slow 
sorting into compatible groupings of 
shank diameters, and the necessity of 
measuring each piece before removing 
it from the machine. 

This is a versatile fixture and can 
be altered very simply for use on 
similar parts.

The tree family of palms ranks 
second to the grass family in economic 
importance. There are more than 1500 
different kinds of palms. Palms grow 
in the warmer parts of the world and 
they are most common in southeastern 


Asia and in tropical America. Palms 
are an ancient group of plants. From 
Fossils we know that they were present 
in the age of the dinosaurs and former¬ 
ly grew in nearly all parts of the 
world. Fossil palm leaves have been 
found even in Greenland. In the United 
States several species of palms can 
be grown successfully out of doors as 
far north as Oregon and on the coast 
of Virginia.

The 
Roadrunner, the low-level version of 
the Redhead Roadrunner, used a Mar- 
quardt 16.5 in. ramjet engine during 
the cruise portion of the flight. At¬ 
titude control utilizes an ES Vertical 
Gyro, Model No. N3200M.

Some of our fellow workers here at 
EJS. can testify to the fact that it 
takes a good deal of skill to stalk 
and take big game, such as elk, bear, 
and deer with the bow and arrow. They 
would also be quick to tell you of the 
thrill and challenge it is to endeavor 
to outwit these big game animals on 
their own terrain and actually bag one. 

Two of our Q.C. Laboratory Engi¬ 
neers, A1 Dickson and Ray Noregaard, 
have been hunting big game this way 
for a number of years. Allen Costley, 
who works in the Gyro Calibration 
Department, is also an ardent archery 
hunter and enthusiast. A former em¬ 
ployee of our Company who was in 
Engineering, Alex Lessig, was another 
of our family here at EJS. who found 
a greater challenge and thrill in trying 
to fill his game tag with the bow and 
arrow than with a rifle. Alex got his 
buck with the bow last fall, while spend¬ 
ing a week of his vacation hunting in 
the Mt. Hood area. 

Our archery hunters would not have 
you believe they are exclusively bow 
hunters however, for they all hunt at 
times with the rifle. Ray Noregaard, 
of the Q.C. Lab, took a tremendous 
black bear with his rifle this past hunt¬ 
ing season. 

Two months ago, an archery hunting 
trip to the coast for elk turned into 
a small reunion of E.S. employees, as 
A1 Dickson and Ray Noregaard, along 
with Ray’s father ran into Allen Cost- 
ley and another E.S. swing shift worker 
at Elderberry Inn bright and early one 
morning. Of course as hunters will, 
over a steaming cup of coffee, they 
all talked of the “big ones” that 
weren’t going to get away. About 9:00 
that morning, A1 Dickson had the good 
fortune to bring down an elk that he 
and Ray had been stalking; and who 
should appear on the scene as the ex¬ 
citement was taking place but Nellie 
Zimmerman and her husband. They also 



had driven down from Portland that 
very morning for a day of elk hunting. 

With Ray taking movies, A1 taking 
color slides, and Nellie taking color 
snapshots, the end of an exciting hunt 
was well documented. Then all “fell to” 
and skinned the elk, cut it up, and packed 
it out to the car c A1 said he was glad 
of all the help, as a few months earlier 
he spent all of one day and part oi 
the night in a downpour of rain, skin¬ 
ning, cutting up and packing out, piect 
by piece, two elk that he and his wifi 
got while rifle hunting. A1 and Ra\ 
felt however, that working so close tc 
Nell Zimmerman with a skinning knifi 
in her hand was hazardous enough al¬ 
most to outweigh the blessing of havim 
all that help dressing out the elk. 

All our bow hunters are firm boosters 
of the sport of archery hunting, which 
has a good many bonuses that are per¬ 
haps unrealized until one steals quieth 
through the woods in search of the 
elusive quarry. Ray and A1 have more 
than once seen forms of wildlife that 
than once seen over one hundred ell 
in one day of hunting with the bow. 
not to mention the other forms of wild¬ 
life that can be seen in their natural 
state, when they are not frightened into, 
hiding by the noise of rifles and ai 
abundance of hunters. Sounds good' 
C’mon Les - better get the bow oui 
and join the boys.
